This was a serious attack on a black couple 
which could have resulted in fatal injury if 
there had not been a smo ke detector in the 
house. The police are treating this as a 
racial incident but have not yet detected j 
the perpetrator(s). The couple have now 
left the area. No further racial incidents 
have been reported on that road. 

It seems that, although several acts of 

violence were done against this household, 

this activity has ended now the victims 
have been forced out of their homes. 

Serious attacks like this cannot be allowed 
to continue in Forest Fields. At the moment 
serious injury is still rare, but minor incidents 
including assault, verbal abuse and graffiti 
are common. All these acts are illegal and 
unacceptable, and they make people's 
lives hell.
